To Benefit Indians of Ecuador 


Greenbelt's second annual community CARE cam- 
paign, in which residents in the name of friends and 
relatives send CARE packages as holiday gifts to a 
specially 'tadopted'* community abroad, gets off toa 
start Thanksgiving Day with a free will offering at 
the annual community Thanksgiving service held this 
year at the Jewish Community Center at 10 a.m. 


Last year local residents and 
organizations joined in to send 
CARE packages to a group of 
Tibetan refugees who had fled 
into India as a result of the 
Communist invasion of their 
country. This year the packages 
will be sent to the Altiplano 
Indians of Ecuador, who exist on 
1200: calories per day. These 
people live in the Andes Moun- 
tains, 9,000 feet above sea level, 
and are part of the 95 percent of 
Ecuador’s population which is 
undernourished, 

The Greenbelt drive ties in with 
CARE’s regular holiday gift cam- 
paign, in which people are en- 
couraged to send a food package 
in the name of someone else in 
place of a gift. This helps to 
solve the problem of a long holi- 
day shopping list. The pur- 
chaser sends a special. CARE 
greeting card to notify the per- 
son that a gift package has been 
sent in his name. The special 
twist, conceived last year by 
Symour Kaplan, 71-H Ridge Road, 
is that all food packages bought by 
local residents are distributed to 
one particular needy group 
abroad, 

All promotional expenses are 
paid by Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan Association. All money 
collected will be deposited in a 
special account in Twin Pines, 
with the books open for public 
inspection. In addition to the 
standard CARE holiday gift 
cards, insert cards will be pro- 
vided by Twin Pines which will 
tell the recipient of the card 
the special purpose of the Green- 
belt campaign, 

A feature of the campaign is 


that no formal solicitation of | 


funds is made, although local 
church and civic organizations 
help. to promote the campaign. 
No goal in terms of dollars or 
food packages is set for the 
campaign, which will runthrough 
December 31,

To Omit Bordenet Resolutions

The Bordenet-proposed resolutions will not be 
considered by the Greenbelt Homes, Inc, member- 
ship at the special meeting scheduled for Thursday, 


November 30, 
7:45 p.m. 


at the Center School Auditorium at 
Instead an interim report will be pre- 


sented summarizing the work of the special commit- 
tee that was appointed to study the resolutions under 
the chairmanship of William Helm, 


Both the board and the com- 
mittee found that they would not 
have sufficient time before the 
meeting to prepare and circulate 


final reports and recommenda-. 


tions. A complicating factor has 
been the committee’s decision to 
modify its recommendations and 
proposed by-law changes as the 
result of a critical report pre- 
pared by GHI’s legal counsel. 

The board which had drafted 
its own recommendations based 
on the Helm Committee’s original 
report of last month felt that it 
could not pass on tothe members 
the new Helm Committee report 
without securing further legal 
counsel and without including any 
revised recommendations of its 
own, 

Another noteworthy develop- 
ment was the opinion of many 
of the participants that the com- 
mittee’s and the board’s posi- 
tions on the Bordenet resolutions 
are not too far apart and that the 
differences could be resolved 
through further meetings, espe- 
cially between the legal staffs. 

In the light of these develop- 
ments, the board felt that it 
would be a waste of the mem- 
bers’ time for them to consider 
at the meeting incomplete reports 
and recommendations or even to 
receive such material inthe mail 
prior to the meeting. 

Thus, the November 30 meeting 
will be devoted almost exclusive- 
ly to the housing for the elderly 
project. One new development 
with respect to the latter project 
is management’s suggestion that 
any costs incurred by GHI for the 
project should be charged against 
membership fees, which yield 
about $5,000 ~ $6,000 per year. 

The Advisory Committee on the 
project has reported that the 
maximum cost to GHI would not 
exceed $10,000, most of which 
may well be recoverable. Man- 
agement stressed the fact that 
using the membership fee, which 
is a capital item, for this purpose 
will avoid any possibility of ex- 
posing the monthly charges to a 
possible increase in case GHI 
incurs any non-recoverable 
costs, 


FALL OUT SHELTERS

to request applicants to submit 
precise plans on how the facilities 
would be used, how they would be 
stocked, and what alterations 
would be needed, The board’s 
thinking was torn bytwoconflict- 
ing considerations, On the one 
hand, there were doubts express- 
ed by directors Ed Peters and 
Joe Comproni as to the adequacy 
of the basements as fall-out shel- 
ters, They desired further expert 
advice, 

Other directors such as Harry 
Zubkoff felt that the board should 
encourage those interested to 
develop their basements as fall- 
out shelters as part of a pilot 
or experimental program. Ed 
Stern, 1l1-S Ridge rd, a physi- 
cist, pointed out that while no 
absolute assurances can be given 
as to the protection provided by 
a fall-out shelter, this much can 
be said: ‘‘You are better pro- 
tected with a fall-out shelter than 
without,”’ 

The board’s feeling was that 
intense study of the problem was 
needed by all concerned -- mem- 
bers, board, and management, 
and that no one should be dis- 
couraged from submitting sug- 
gestions and plans,

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Housing For The Elderly Costs 


This Thursday, November 30, the membership of 





Greenbelt Homes, Inc. will consider the housing for 


the elderly project. The Schwan Committee appoint- 
ed to study the proposal concluded its report with the 
hope that the membership would find it feasable to 
proceed with the project. The GHI board has approv 
ed the committee's report and has recommended to 
the membership that GHI proceed with the project as 
outlined by the committee. 

Two major questions nosed by the housing for the 
elderly project are: (1) whatwould bethecosts, and 
(2) would there be any difficulty in securing occu- 
pants for such special housing? 

The committee found that the estimated cost of the 
project would be between $370,000 - $400,000, fin- 
anced through a 100 percent HHFA loan, The non- 
recoverable costs to GHI could be next to nothing or 
as-much~as”"$10; 000; "depending on the amount of va- 
cancy loss (non-occupancy) during the first year. If 


the costs can be kept below $400, 000, the committee 


felt that there would be no difficulty in occupying all 
06 units at the rentals required --ranging from $59 
for efficiencies to $71 for one-bedroom apartments. 
Thus, the News Review finds that the two ques - 
tions are inextricably combined. If costs can be 
kept down to the committee's figure, rentals can be 
kept at a rate that would attract full occupancy, thus 
assuring that GHI would incur only minimal costs. 
We therefore recommend to the GHI membership 
that the housing for the elderly project be approved 
with the stipulation that if the bids received on the 


ae exceed $400,000 and if, after further nego- 
tiation with contractor, these costs cannot be re- 
duced to below $400,000, the matter should then be 
brought back to the membership for another vote.

Member-Owners of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. right now are de- 
ciding several related matters 
important to their future, Be- 
sides two specific issues upon 
which those present will vote at 
next Thursday’s meeting, many 
hundreds of voters who will not 
be present are deciding every 
day this week: 

1) Wheather to skip the meet- 
ing and leave decisions to a 
hundred or so out of more-than 
fifteen (15) hundred, 

2) Whether to permit what may 
be little more than half of that 
hundred or so to hamstring the 
Board for which 531 voted, 

3) Whether to allow moderate 
progress as determined by the 
Board; or to demand that we 
go backward; or to risk over- 
expansion with questionable 
rapidity, 

4) Whether to accept that both 
matters for which this meeting 
is called have been prepared and 
publicized sufficiently for de- 
cision, 

Addressing this fourth ques- 
tion, I encounter a very general 
view that Housing -for . the 
Elderly has been sufficiently ex- 
amined and clearly reported in 
good time, 

As tothe Bordonet Resolutions, 
I encounter a contrasting general 
view that they are nowhere near 
ready for decision, Any signifi- 
cant decision would have to be 
related to changes in the By- 
Laws. Rather than attempt this 
piecemeal, a By-Laws Com- 
mittee should consider all of them 
at once for any needed consistent 
full revision.

The NEWS 
REVIEW is happy to present 
the initial column by Dr. How- 
ard J. Laster, 3 Lakeside Drive, 
an associate professor in Uni- 
versity of Maryland Department 
of Physics and.presently Acting 
Head of the Department, Dr. 
Laster was’ graduated summa 
cum laude from Harvard Uni- 
versity and holds a Ph. D, degree 
from Cornell University. He is 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa.) 

Scientists first discovered ° 
cosmic rays about 50 years ago. 
They are sub-atomic particles 
which rain down upon the earth 
from outer space, Physicists are 
intrigued by the challenge of 


learning more about what they 


are, what they do, and where 
they come from. Chemists, bi- 
ologists, geologists, and other 
scientists also are interested in 
this radiation, 

How does this affect the non- 
scientist? New technological de- 
velopments depend upon basic 
research. Cosmic ray studies 
contribute to our fundamental 
understanding of many sciences, 
They also tell us about the strange 
environment in interplanetary 
space where some of our bravest 
young men will travel. | 

In 50 years of experiments, we 
have learned many things. We 
know that most cosmic rays which 
approach the earth do not reach 
us here on its surface. Manyare 
deflected away from the earth by 
its magnetic field, 

Most cosmic rays which we ob- 
serve on earth are not original 
cosmic ray particles. They are 
their descendants, produced in 
ear coliisions high in our 
atmosphere. We are sheltered? 
from the deadly intensity of the 
primary cosmic radiation by the 
earth’s magnetic field and the 


protective blanket of the earth’s 


atmosphere. 

The original cosmic rays are 
nuclei of atoms of the chemical 
elements, Most cosmic rays have 
the high energies just being 
reached by the biggest man-made 
atom-smashers, However, many 





arrive at fantastically higher en- 
ergies. Some particles recently 
have been measured at energies 
about a billion times higher than 
any nuclear particles accelerated 
by men. ; 

Physicists are interested in the 
nuclear interactions these parti- 
cles experience, In this way, 
they can learn some things about 
nuclear forces and the character- 
istics of subatomic particles 
which cannot be studied even with 
giant accelerators, 

Astrophysicists want to learn 
where cosmic rays come from 
and how they get such high ener- 
gies, Theories on their origins 
add to our understanding of en- 
ergy production in stars, the 
structure of the collection of bil- 
lions of stars making up the 
Milky Way, and perhaps even the 
structure and origins of the uni- 
verse, 


Other scientists are interested 


in the biological effects of cos- 
mic radiation, How does it af- 
fect life on the surface of the 
earth? What role has it played 
in the process of evolution? How 
will cosmic rays affect future 
explorers travelling in inter- 
planetary space? 

The cosmic ray _ scientist 
studies these and many other 
questions.

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Junior High Makes 


Civil Defense Plans 


The newly-formed School Civil 
Defense Committee of the Green- 
belt Junior High School met for 
the first time on Mohday, Novem- 
ber 13, and heard two brief ad- 
dresses delivered by George 
Lauterbach, Area Civil Defense 
Director for Berwyn Heights, and 
Paul Sorenson, Berwyn fire chief. 
Francis Fergang, principal of the 
Junior High School, led the ensu- 
ing discussion, : 

Among those present were: 
faculty committee members 
Dixie Quinn, Mary Julisson, 
James Bittinger, John Merricks, 
and David Kimmel; represent- 
atives of the P,T.A.; and student 
members of the school news- 
paper and safety committee of 
the Student Council, 

The Board of Education has 
sent a directive to the local public 
schools, requiring that each of 
them submit in writing, by No- 
vember 30, an outline of the pre- 
parations that have been made for 
the protection of school children, 
in case of nuclear attack, The 
school population at the Junior 
High includes 883 students, 44 
faculty members, and 10mem- 
bers of the custodial and mainten- 
ance staffs. Problems under con- 
sideration include: the identifi- 
cation of the safest areas in the 
building; provision of food, water, 
and sanitary facilities; establish- 
ment of an adequate warning sys- 
tem; and evacuation of pupils to 
their homes, if suffieient time is 
available. ; 

Fergang expressed concern 
over the safety of the pupils, in 
case of evacuation, saying: ‘‘Can 
we in good conscience, send our 
children home, when the homes 
themselves may be in ruins, and 
the parents missing?’’ Further- 
more, he suggested: ‘‘Perhaps, 
in the final analysis, the parents 
themselves should be the ones to 
decide, by a questionnaire or 
some other method, where they 
want their children to remain, in 
case of emergency.’’ 

A tour of the building followed 
the discussion period, Corridors, 
basement locker rooms, and win- 
dowless storage rooms were 
scrutinized by Lauterbach and 
Fire Chief Sorenson, 

The Junior High School is cur- 
rently being enlarged sub- 
stantially by the addidion of anew 
wing. However, due to the fact 
that it will contain no basement 

areas, locations suitable for use 
as shelters must be sought pri- 
marily in the older portion of 
the school, 


Recreation in Shelters 


Superintendent of Recreation 
Warren G, Leddick was recently 
appointed to serve on the National 
Advisory Committee on Defense 
Related Services by the National 
Recreation Association, The im- 
mediate problem facing the Com- 
mittee is recreation activities in 
fallout shelters, It is obvious that 
this is an important problem 
since space is obviously going to 
be limited,

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The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
played host to the Maryland 
State Fire Chiefs’ Association 
Convention which was held in 
Greenbelt on Sunday, November 
19, The state-wide Ladies’ Aux- 
iliary to this organization also 
attended. Greenbelt’s Ladies’ 
Auxiliary served dinner for the 
convention, 

At the convention, the technique 
of ‘‘lance boring’’, a method of 
boring through concrete to reach 
otherwiseinaccessible fires, was 
demonstrated by civil Defense for 
P.G, County. 

An aerial platform (Snorkel) 
demonstration by the Fire Ap- 
paratus Sales Company was also 
featured. Owen Loveday, past 
president of the P.G. County 
Firemen’s Association, ex- 
plained the procedures as they 
were demonstrated, 


Bob Mogel, chairman . of 


the Fire Protection Committee, : 


represented Greenbelt on 
November 6 and 7 at the Gover- 
nor’s state-wide Fire Prevention 
Conference. Gov. J. Millard 
Tawes  ainounced that recent 
state-wide fire insurance has 
dropped an average of 6%. The 
reductions range from about 5% 
in dwellings to a maximum of 
35% in office buildings, public 
buildings, institutions, and hos- 
pitals.Marylanders might realize 


a tax saving of about one anda 
half million: dollars from the 
lowered rates, which were 
attributed by the Governor to in- 
creased efficiency and improved 
training of firedepartments, both 
paid and volunteer, throughout 
the state. 

Delegates to the conference 
were divided into five workshops 
groups studying fire protection in 
schools, rural areas, industrial 
plants and institutions; and also 
fire-fighting by women. 

Recent fire calls, with the 
exception of a small brush fire 
attributed to burning leaves on 
Sunday night, came from other 
towns. There were also two 
requests for assistance at the 
scene of auto accidents, where 
the rescue squad carried the 
injured persons to the hospital. 
One accident, at the Kenilworth- 
Calvert Rd. intersection, re- 
sulted in lacerations and shock to 
the two victims; the other, on 
the B-W Parkway, involved 
bruises and a head injury to one 
man. 

Other emergency trips to P.G, 
included a five year old who had 
a cut and lump on his head; a 
a two-year-old boy, who was 
given oxygen enroute due to diffi- 
culty in breathing; and a youth 
who was injured on the Junior 
High Athletic field. One routine 
transport was requested for an 
elderly Berwyn Heights woman 
with a possible fracture of the 
ankle,
